Mr. Roosevelt said he spoke “As 
a partner in a great enterprise 
which concerns us equally and in 
which we are equally pledged to 
the uttermost sacrifice and effort.”

King sald: “Whether world chaos 
will follow in the wake of uni- 
versal destruction, or wagld secur- 
ity will be established, will de- 
Pend upon the contribution of 
every nation still possessing free- 
dom.”

PERIL AHEAD 

“There is peril ahead for us and 
sorrow for many,” the president 
said. “Let us, remembering the 
price some have paid for our sur- 
vival, make our own contribution 
worthy to lie beside theirs upon 
the altar of’ man’s faith.” 

Mr. King said the conflict en- 
compasses the globe and the enemy 
has shown how powerful are his 


| combined forces. 


“From every continent and 
from every ocean, the call comes 
for more planes, more tanks, 
more munitions, more ships, more 
food, more men,” he said. 

“It is a call to every individual 
to make the utmost personal con- 
tribution in that form of service 
for which he or she is best fitted. 

“It is equally a call to every man 
and woman to make, through taxa- 
tion and through loans, the largest 
financial contribution of which they 
are capable.” 


IMPERATIVE NEED 


Never was the need so great and 
so imperative for every man and 
woman to make the utmost con- 
tribution to the winning of a war, 
Mr. King said. Almost every nation 
had taken sides in the present 


struggle. 


“Reverses of the recent past days 
give cause for the greatest concern. 


The issue of the world-wide con- 


flict is in no place certain, 

“Because it is in no place cer- 
tain, the very existence of the 
free world, the survival of free 
countries and of free men is at 
stake.” 

Proceeds of the loan, said Mr 
King, will make possible a national 
war effort on a scale that otherwise 
could not be achieved; and they 
will make possible a greater com- 
bined effort on the part of the 
United Nations. 


ENEMY STRONGER 

“It is true that the resources, the 
men and materials of the United 
Nations are far greater than tnose 
of the enemy nations,” the Prime 
Minister said. 

“It is notwithstanding, also true, 
that in actual immediate fighting 
power the enemy is still stronger 


than the forces of freedom arrayed | ed 


against him.” 

The loan would be used to trans- 
form materials and manpower into 
actual fighting strength. 

“It is because our enemies have 
increased in numbers and in 
power that the need for increas- 

ing our actual fighting strength, 
in all these directions, is greater 
today than at any time since the 
outbreak of the war,” Mr. King 
continued. 

“Every enemy gain now makes 
the battle that much harder to win 
in the end 

“For that reason money cannot 
be too quickly or too largely sub- 
scribed.” 


MONEY NEEDED 

Much had already been done by 
Canada toward winning the war 
but “we must now strive harder 
than ever before.” Canada’s navy 
would have to be expanded as fast 
as ships cculd be acquired; new 
army formations would have to be 
raised and trained and existing 
units kept up to strength; airmea 
would have to be trained “to the ut- 
most limit of Canada's gigantic air 
training facilities.” Canada’s defence 
would have to be continuously 
strengthened. Money must be pro- 
vided for upkeep and expansion of 
the armed forces. 

Machines, munitions and food- 
stuffs had to be provided in ever- 
larger quantities. Canada had un- 
dertaken to make a gift of $1,000,- 
000,000 in supplies to the United 
Kingdom. ® 
NEW WORLD ORDER 

“But,” Mr. King said, “Canada's 
war loan has an even wider signifi- 
cance, It is essential not only to 
the immediate prosecution of the 
war, and the ultimate attainment 


of victory, but equally to the 
achievement of a new” world 
order.” 

“On more than one occasion I! 


have said that if a new world or- 
der jis not already on its way be- 
fore the war is over, we may look 
for it in vain. Happily that new 
world order is already on its way 
The forces which have combined to 
work such havoc throughout 
world, have equally combined to 
bring together the forces of free- 
dom. 

“Today the British and Ameri- 
can peoples are associated in a 
close union to preserve and to 
restore the freedom of mankind. 
In that union will be found the 
foundation of the new world 
order, 

“That union has been achieved 
so quickly and so completely that 
it is difficult to realize “How sig- 
nificant it is to our own and to the

Hundreds of shells and bombs 
crashed into the heart of the help- 
less city. It was @ pyrotechnic dis- 
play of unbelievable grandeur and 
terror. It kept up like that for 48 
hours on end, without a pause, The 
thunder of the bursting bombs made 
one deaf. You could not hear 
people talking at your side. 

Up at the front, the troops were 
undergoing dive bombing day and 
night, but all they could do was 
lie in the mud all day and take it, 

There were no British planes. 
TERRIFIC BOMBARDMENT 

The troops on the northwest 
island sector when the Japanese 
made their first landing, on that 
Sunday night eight days ago, were 
compelled to leave their positions 
because it was impossible for any- 
thing to live under the Japanese 
bombardment. They had to leave 
all their own artillery. 

Hundreds of Chinese volunteer 
troops who had gone singing to 
the front to meet the hated Jap- 
anese, were in this sector. Noth- 
ing has been heard of them. 

The day before I left I saw the 
last preparations made to destroy 
al] the oil on the island, and the 
demoli‘ion work was doubtless ef- 
fective, 

The night on which I left Singa- 
pore was very dark. Great clouds 
of black smoke rolled over the en- 
tire island. The smell of burning 
oil stung one’s nostrils and brought 
tears to one’s eyes. It looked as 
though the whole island was going 
up in flame. Our boat stood out 
clearly against the blaze. 

There was not much food aboard. 
The captain, looking over the pas- 
sengers, was somewhat disturbed 
to find there were only 20 women 
aboard, most of whom came in at 
the last minute. 

The captain asked for volun- 
feers to round up more European 
women. I have no idea how many 
were left in the island. 

1 went aboard with only the 
clothes on my back. That is how 
auick we got out. Two days before 
IT left I had been forced to abandon 
my suburban home and stay in the 
office in town. 

Our shin was under constenrt fire 
by Japanese artillery which was 
'eving down a b'¢ berrage. 


ARRIVES SATURDAY 

We arrived at our evacuation 
port Saturday. 

Another refugee shin arrived yes- 
terday morning, and awaits dis- 
emberkation here. 

It is a former sailing vessel. 
Noval volunteer reservists are do- 
ing a magnificent job in it, running 
the gauntlet back and forth to 
Singavore under fire of Janenese 
bombing and shelling by an occa- 
sional Janenese warship to evac- 
uate refugess, 

This morning I met a former 
officer of the naval base at Sing- 
apore. He sald that at one time 
during the Javanese attack 34 sea- 
men of the battleship Prince of 
Wales and the battle cruiser Re- 
pulse, all under 18, assisted with 
their revolvers and dagzers in de- 
fending the naval hase. (These 
ships were sunk by the Japanese 
off Malaya.)

4000 Pupils 
Given Heliday 
As Strike On 


MOOSE JAW, Sask., Feb. 16.— 
(CP)—Some 4,000 Moose Jaw 
students in the public schools, the 
Collegiate Institute and Technical 
High Schools were given a holl- 
day here today as 125 teachers— 
80 of the public schools staff and 
45 in the high schools—went on 
strike in a demand for higher 
salaries, 

The action of the teachers fol- 
lowed a decision they made Jan. 20 
in a resolution to strike if nego- 
tiations with the school boards had 

not proved satisfactory by Feb. 16. 
Teachers previously had rejected a 
ruling of the Saskatchewan local 
government board which proposed 
that teachers be paid a cost-of-liv- 
ing bonus in lieu of a five per cent 
increase which had been included 
in the school board's estimates and 
had been disallowed by the gov- 
ernment board. 
STUDENTS TURN UP 

Although the teachers absented 
themselves from school today, near- 

ly all 4,000 students showed up at 
various schools, where janitors had 


the doors open shortly before 9 


o'clock. On-sinstructions from the 
school board, pupils were permitted 
to enter the schoo] buildings and at 
9:15 a.m. were asked to leave and 
doors of all schools were locked. 

Meanwhile trustees of both public 
and secondary school boards were 
meeting today to discuss the situa- 
tion, and teachers were also holding 
a meeting to consider presentation 
of their case. 


Smoky Lake Man 
Rescued At Sea 


AN EAST COAST. CANADIAN 
PORT, Feb. 16.—(CP)—Survivors of 
two recently-torpedoed freighters 
believe the two Canadian Corvettes 
which rescued them from the north- 
western Atlantic may have evened 
the score by sinking a pair of Nazi 
U-boats. The men, 49 of them, were 
recovering in hospitals and hostels 
here today while planes continued a 
search for 37 of their shipmates still 
missing. 

Thirty-five of those rescued were 
from a British craft and 14 from a 
Greek vessel—nine of her crew and 
five German-Jewish refugees who 
had taken passage on her. Twelve 
from the British craft and 25 from 
the Greek have not yet been lo- 
cated. 

Only Canadian in the group saved 
is Fred Turnoway of Smoky Luke, 
Alta. He was aboard the British 
freighter, which went down three 
minutes after a single Nazi torpedo 
pierced her side.

Provincial commissioner of the 
society, Lt, Col. D, H. Tomlinson 
of Calgary, attended the meeting, 
and praised the constant effort of 
the branch in Edmonton and those 
throughout the province. The Red 
Cross in Alberta is demonstrating 
the spirit of harmony so essential 
to the success of the Allies in this 
war, he declared. Colonel Tomlin- 
son gave a short review of the 
society's work in Canada. 
HARDER TASK AHEAD 

Under supervision of the Edmon- 
ton branch are 167 branches of the 
society ranging from Millet to the 
Arctic coast, and across. the prov- 
ince. The most northerly branch 
is at Aklavik. 

Sounding a warning against min- 
imizing the seriousness of the war 
situation, Elmer E. Roper stated, in 
his presidential report, “despite the 
fact that the forces now arrayed 
against the enemy are vastly greater 
than they were a year ago,” the 
situation seems blacker now than 
ig did then. 

Confidence in the Red Cross 
workers was expressed by the 
president. who added, “It is my 
conviction that we should. be 
courageous and realistic enough 
to face the fact right now that 
we have a harder time ahead of 
us than we have yet thought 
possible.” 

Dealing with the work of the 
branch, Robert Muir, secretary- 
manager, reported that, at the be- 
ginning of the war, women's work 
was confined to the making of 35 
types of required articles. “Today,” 
he said, “no fewer than 91 different 
types are called for. This increase 
is due in a large measure to the 
demands on behalf of non-com 
batant sufferers in war.” 


PRESENTS OUTLINE 

An outline of the work of the 
branch was presented by Mr. Muir 
“In the first place,” he said, “stocks 
of materials for knitting and sew- 
ing have to be selected and pur- 
chased. This stock is then distri- 
buted to workers in the city, over 
the counter of the depot at 605 
Tegler building, and to out-of-town 
branches the materials are shipped 
by freight or express. 

“When the finished articles made 
from this distributed material are 
returned,” he said, “they must be 
inspected, segregated, labelled, 
classified and packed, ready for 
final shipment overseas.” 

All the work is done by volun- 
tary assistants, he said. 

Total purchase price of mater- 
fal during the,year was $46,022, 
he said, $19,308 worth of which 
went to city workers, and the 
balance to country branches. 
Donations during the 12 months 
amounted to 4.195 articles from 
the city, and 3,425 from the coun- 
try, valued at $3,881 and $3,376 
respectively, 

Mr. Muir paid special tribute to 
“the successful guidance of the wo- 
men's war work department by 
Mrs, Richard Procter, who is giving 
such untiring service, and also to 
the depot workers who are assisting 
so faithfully,” 


SUCCESSFUL APPEALS 

He reported 808 blankets and cash 
donations of $4.500 contributed in 
response to the appeal for blankets 
under chairmanship of Mrs. S, Is- 
rael, and 10000 pounds of jam and 
honey sent to Britain as well, fol- 
lowing an appeal, directed by Mrs. 
Harvey Bignell. The aluminium 
drive in the fall, with W. Bruce in 
charge, netted 4,761 pounds of metal 
for shipment from Edmonton. 

Aiding Russia, $2,476 has been 
raised by assisting local Russian 
organizations with meetings and 
provision of speakers, he said. 
“Since January, this sum has been 
increased to over $6,000," he de- 
clared. 

Proceeds of the Red Cross Super- 
fluity Shop, managed by Mrs. R. E. 
McLaughlin and her assistants, 
amounted to $6,402 during the year 

For purchase of ambulances and 
mobile kitchens, $6,716 was donated, 
Mr. Muir reported, One fully- 
equipped ambulance was provided 
by the Catholic Women of Edmon- 
ton, a mobile kitchen by the Red 
Cross Superfluity Shop and $1,000 
toward purchase of an ambulance 
by the Edmonton Civic Opera Com- 
pany.

Home nursing’ classes are held 
on four evenings and one afternoon 
of each week, Mrs. T. H. Field, 
hospital] and committee chairman 
reported. There are 120 students 
already registered. The committee 
makes regular visits to the militery 
and sirforce hospitals in the city 
and comforts to the value of $80 
have been distributed. 

Tribute was paid by the whole 
meeting to the work of Mrs. Etta 
Marshall, superintendent of Junior 
Red Cross work.

City Police On 
Alert Provide 
Al Protection 


“air raid” sirens shricked 
| their shrill warning at 9:30 p.m. 
| Sunday and flashing neon siens 
| and houselights throughout, the 
city were quickly doused one by 
one, blanketing the metropolis in 
darkness in its first test black- 
out, Edmonton was probably the 
best protected city in Western 

Canada, if not in the entire 

Dominion, 

Not a single traffic accident was 
reported to police during the brief 
period of darkness and in general 
the blackout was as quiet as a 
Sunday afternoon in the typical 
“one horse town.” When city lights 
wgre again switched on, heads of 
the various police departments ex- 
pressed keen gratification with the 
results and commended the fine 
work of the various organizations 
assisting in the task of guarding 
the city. 

OFFICERS ON DUTY 

Headed by Chief Constable A, G. 
Shute and Inspector Matt Black- 
wood, who maintained “foot patrol” 
in the market square, every avail- 
able city police officer was on duty, 
either in the centre of the city or 
stationed at some strategic point in 
the residential district. It was the 
most elaborate law enforcement 
set-tip Edmonton has ever had. 

Supplementing a city police force 
of 80 men, a corps of at least 25 
R.C.M.P, officers, together with 50 
members of the newly formed 
auxiliary police force to ‘the Im- 
perial Corps of Fronticrsmen, under 
Lt, Col. H, S. Reynolds, command- 
ant, and members of the Legion of 
Frontiersmen, also were at their 
previously arranged posis. 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 

Every precaution to ensure the 
safety of citizens and protection of 
property was taken by the officers 
in charge of the blackout, and while 
the majority of the men were out 
Patrolling the streeis, a skeleton 
force was maintained at headquart- 
ers, along with two or three prowler 
cars, ready for instant action in the 
event of an emergency. 

As it happened, however, Ed- 
monton’s first blackout passed for 
the most part without incident, 
and what incidents were report- 
ed at headquarters were definite- 
ly in a lighter vein. 

In spite of the short duration of 
the blackout, however, police took 
no chances either in the proteciion 
of downtown business  establisn- 
ments or vital municipal projects 
such as the many important bridges 
in the city, particularly the high- 
level bridge where two patrols were 
maintained, one each at the north 
and south ends of the span. 


SPECIAL VIGIL 


Police detectives, under Inspector 
John Leslie, were deiailed to main- 
tain a special vigil over city jewel- 
ery stores, in the anticipation that 
some daring thief might seize the 
| opportunity afforded by the black- 
out to make a “smash and grab” 
raid. The Inspector conducted a 
personal patrol along Jasper avenue 
and on returning to his office re- 
ported that the only “unpleasant 
character” he had encountered was 
a biting north wind. In verification 
of his words, he sported a reddened 
Nose and two slightly nipped ears. 

The entire motorcycle squad, un- 
der Sgt. Maj. Alex Riddell, took up 
stations at all arterial highways 
leading into the city to warn ap- 
proaching motorists that a’ blackou: 
was in force and to ensure that they 
came to a stop until the all clea: 
was sounded. In this connection 
not a trick was missed and the 
period of darkness passed without a 
Single accident being reported. 

IN CONSTANT TOUCH 


J. A. Keating, at the short-wave 
radio, in police headquarters kep‘ 
in constant touch with the prowler 
cars and motorcycle men, waile De? 
H, E. Graham was detailed to Chicf 
Constable Shute's office to receive 
all incoming calls over a direct line. 
The chief preferred to be out in the 
blackout and observe the proceediag 
at close quarters. He .‘packed” the 
routine equipment of the ordinary 
constable, mainly a flashlight and 
billie. 

Noe] Turgeon, veteran Edmon- 
ton police officer, was on hand 
& emergency driver, while other 
officers standing by for action 
were Inspector J. J, Shaw, head 
of the morality squad, and Detec- 
tives Bill Smith, Edward Kenny, 
along with Sgt. J. A. Smith and 
Const. Charlie Payne. 


Just a few seconds before tie 
sirens were due to sound the warn- 
ing of alert. Commissioner Gibb 
walked into the station and observ- 
ed the blackout from the darkened 
charge office and the radio rooin, 
where the only light was provided 
by a flashlight, necessary to illum- 
inate the vital communications set- 
up. 

BRIDGES GUARDED 

Special vigilance was main‘ained 
at all city bridges, patrols being 
stationed at Dawson, Latta, Low 
Level and the Fifth street s'ructures 
as well as the double guard at the 
High Level span. The Dunvegair 
railway yards, both C.N.R, and ©. 
P.R. stations, top of McDougall hill, 
were among many of the strategic 
points, 

While the five-minute period of 
darkness passed without any major 
eccurrence, many “violations” of 
the “lights out” request were re- 

at police headquarters, 

Within ene or two minutes after 
the all-clear sounded, phones 
otarted bussing with indignant 
citizens protesting that neighbors 
had failed to extinguish their 
lights.

Countries Opposing Axis 
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are hard-pressed. But I am sure, 
even in this dark hour, that crim- 
inal madness will be the verdict 
which history will pronounce upon 
the authors of the Japanese aggres- 
sion after the events of 1942 and 
1943 have been enscribed on its 
sombre pages. 


BRITISH REACTION 

Immediate reaction to the speech 
was that Mr. Churchill had spoken 
well but had left much unsaid. 

“The British public sees eye to} 
eye with him about the great Am- 
erican ally,” said one commentalo;. 
“But that still does not explain 
the Malayan disaster and the chan- 
nel chagrin with al] their dread- 
ful implications.” 

Mr, Churchill spoke in an earn- 
est, unemotional voice. Outside 
the studio where he spoke the 
tense atmosphere had been height- 
ened by the news of the disaster 
in the Far East, repercussions of 
last week's channel battle and evil 
portents of the fight in the Middle 
East, 

Replying directly to those taking 
his government to task, he declar 

ed: 
“It is the duty of all who take 
part in our free institutions to make 
sure, as I doubt not that parliament

station they too reported that many 
lights, including those of many 
downtown business establishments 
were left burning.

TRAFFIC LIGHT 

Traffic lights at 99 street and 
Whyte ,avenue’ were also reported 
left burning. The policeman re- 
turning from that locality declared 
that the red glow of the stop signal 
was “visible for about 14 miles.” 

Blackout or no blackout city 
banks weren't taking any chances 
and policemen reported that lights 
above the vaults were left burning 
throwing bright reflection onto the 
street. 

It appeared to be the same in 
all sections of the city. While 
most citizens co-operated, there 
were many cases of negligence 
reported 

Dennis Clayton, Edmonton radio 
technician, who witnessed the 
blackout from the roof of the civic 
block, declared that he saw several 
citizens, apparently standing in the 
doorways of their homes to get a 
full view of the proceedings, calmly 
lighting cigarettes or pipes. “They 
were quite a long way off.” he 
Said, “but the glow from the smokes 
wes very clearly visible. 

About 20 minutes after the plack- 
Out was lifted, city police thought 
they had 2 case of robbery with 
violence to deal with, when a de- 
crepit looking individual, with 
tears streaming down his face, 
walkeel into the station and de- 
clared that all his money was gone. 

The man, however, turned out to 
he a Sunday night celebrant, who 
obviously had drunk well but not 
wisely. After being interogated by 
detectives he was hurriedly sent on 
his way. 4 


DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS 

While all city police officers were 
given detailed instructions of their 
duties in written form, Chief siute 
issued last minute instructions in 
the basement a! the police station 
about an hour kefore the sirens 
were due to sound the alert. 

He impressed on the men the 
importance of strict traffic control 
and the preventing of citizens from 
crossing from one side of the strect 
to the other, He also issued in- 
structions in regard to smoking of 
cigareges, cigars and smokes, and 
warned that a sharp lookout must 
be kept for suspicious characters, 

When it was all over, pol'ce de- 
clared that they had little or no 
trouble in any of these connections.

ADVERSE WAR AHEAD 

“You know,” he said, “I have 
never prophesied to you or promis- 
ed smooth or easy things, and now 
all I have to offer is a hard, ad- 
verse war for many months ahead. 
I must warn you, as I warned the 
house of commons before ‘they gave 
their generous vote of confidence 
a fortnight ago, that many mis- 
fortunes, severe torturing losses and 
remorseless gnawing anxieties lw 
before us.” 

Critics of complacency in Brit- 
ain found their tone outmatched 
in the Churchillian declaration 
that the “mortal crime” at this 
stage of the war would be “a 
weakening in our purpose and 
therefore in unity,” 

“The same qualities which broughi 
us through the awful jeopardy of 
the summer of 1940, and those long 
autumn and winter bombardments 
from the air, will bring us through 
this other new ordeal though it 
may be more costly and will cer- 
tainly be long,” he said. 


GREATEST CRIME 


“One fault, one crime—and one 
crime only can rob the united na- 
tions and the British people upon 
whose constancy this great alliance 
came into being, of the victory upon 
which their lives and honor depend 
—a weakening in our purpose, 
therefore in our unity.” 


“Whosoever ig guilly of that 
crime or of bringing it about in 
others—of him let it be said that 
it were better that a millstone 
were hung about his neck and that 
he were cast into the sea.” 

Some listeners took those words 
as a direct, scornful castigation at 
any persons, on either side of the 
Atlantic, who may have sought to 
foster ill-will between Britain and 
the United States 


CAN SHOW QUALITY 

Making the first official an- 
nouncement in Britain that Singa- 
pore had fallen and all the Malayan 
peninsula overrun, Mr. Churchill 
said: “Other dangers gather about 
us out there, and none of the dang- 

ers which we have hitherto faced 
successfully at home and in the east 
are in any way diminished.” 

“This is therefore one of those 
moments when the British nation 
can show its quality, its genius,” 

he continued. “This is one of 
those moments when it can draw 
from the heart of misfortune the 
vital impulse of victory. 

“There is the moment to display 
that calm and poise, combined with 
grim determination which not so 
long ago brought us out of the very 
jaws of death. Here is another 
occasion to show, as so often in our 
long history, that we can meet re- 
verses with dignity and with re- 
newed accessions of strength. 

“We must remember we no longer 
are alone. We are in the midst of 
great company. Three-quarters of 
the human race now are moving 
with us. The whole future of man- 
kind may depend upon our action, 
our conduct. So far we have not 
failed, Let us move forward stead- 
fastly together into the storm and 
through the storm.”

Should the Japanese make 
Port Darwin untenable, the Allies 
would have to operate from thous- 
ands of miles away, baSing on 
Sydney and Melbourne. It would 
make the eventual grand assault 
by the Allies against the Japanese 
a difficult and slow task. 


DEPENDS ON JAVA 

These considerations, however, 
are for some time in the future and 
depend on the outcome of the strug- 
gle for Java. It is so vital to hold 
this key island that it is likely to 
be the scene of the heaviest fighting 
of .the war probably very soo! 
Speed is the essence of Japan's 
plan of attack and her forces are 

not likely to pause to reorganize 
before striking. 

By capturing Singapore, the Jap- 
anese have gained control of the 
Strait of Malacca, with easy access 
to the Bay of Bengal, They can 
now send unlimited reinforcements 
by sea to Burma, whose defenders 
already are hard pressed, The 
danger to China's Burma road be- 
comes very real. 

Looking southward, the Japan- 
ese possibly have sealed the fate 
of Sumatra by taking Singapore. 
The British have not revealed 
the extent of their losses, but 
they probably suffered heavily in 
men and material, and the extent 
to which they can participate in 
the defence of Sumatra is prob- 
lematical. 

By occupying Palembang in 


southern Sumatra the Japanese 
have drawn perilously close to 
Batavia, seat of the Af¥ied high 


command. They have Java blocked 
off from the west, north and east 
from Palembang to Amboina island, 
OIL SUPPLY 

The loss of Sumatra would mean 
the loss to the Allies of the bulk of 
their oil supply in the Indies since 
Sumatra accounts for about one- 
half of production. The Dutch ap- 
parently have succeeded in thwart- 
ing the parachute troops and des- 
troying the installations at the great 
oil centre of Palembang. The Jap- 
anese thus wil] not derive any im- 
mediate benefit but the allies. will 
be hampered by the difficulties of 
transporting oil from the middle 
east and the United States. More- 
over, the Japanese will be able to 
prey on shipping in the Indian 
ocean, 

Thus the outlook, while not hope- 
less, admittedly is dark. That is why 
Frime Minister Churchill was un-

Canada Is Under Threat 


Mr. Turgeon, member for Cariboo, 
did good service to Canada, and in par- 
ticular to British Columbia and Al- 
berta, when he called the attention of 
parliament in very earnest language to 
the possibility of a Japanese invasion 
of our western coast. 

Fortunately, there are signs that 
this ibility is recognized officially, 
and is also gaining popular realization 
_ in the central and eastern provinces, 
The latter is the: more necessary, be- 
cause while the danger has long been 
apparent to the authorities public opin- 
ion is the force which decides and ener- 
gizes official action. 

To people in this section of the Do- 
minion it was clear from the attack on 
Pearl Harbor that our Pacific coast is 
under threat, but to people living in 
the older provinces the war in Europe 
and the Atlantic is naturally the cen- 
tre of interest. The discussions going 
on in the by-elections there have related 
very plainly, and almost exclusively, to 
the sending of more troops to Britain, 
with the invasion of Germany in view. 
That troops may be needed, in all the 
force we can muster, to resist invasion 
of the Dominion itself, has not been 
emphasized nor even openly ‘acknowl- 
edged. 

It is high time our eastern friends 
stopped thinking exclusively about 
Europe, and gave some realistic consid- 
eration to the peril that overhangs 
these western provinces. The peril is 
neither imaginary nor minor. It exists, 
and it is serious. British Columbia 
ports are within a few days’ sail of 
Japan, with no intervening barriers to 
delay an invading force. With all its 
commitments elsewhere, Tokyo has 
plenty of men to spare an expeditionary 

orce to Canada hundreds of thousands 
strong, and ships in which to transport 
them. 

The {immediate and urgent matter 
for consideration is not the sending of 
more men across the Atlantic but the 
fortification of British Columbia to the 
fullest possible degree. 


Concentrated—In A Trap 


If as hot a fire could have been 
centred upon the Scharnhorst and its 
companions as has been directed at 
the Churchill Government, the squad- 
ron would have been sunk. The chief 
ground of criticism by the London 
papers is not that 42 planes were lost 
with some of the crews, but that the 
enemy ships had the “audacity” to sail 
up the Channel and the good luck to 
get through. It might be supposed this 
was a feat no enemy ship had accom- 
plished in two years. As a matter of 
fact it has been officially announced 
at least once per week that one or more 
German transports had been detected 
and attacked while sneaking along the 
coast of France. That a flotilla of war- 
ships should be able to do so under 
cover of fog what merchant ships have 
apparently been doing in all sorts of 
weather is hardly cause for amaze- 
ment, however aggravating and em- 
barrassing to British feeling and pres- 
tige. 

It is a hopeful feature that the Lon- 
don commentators think Germany has 
gained some great strategic advantage 
in getting its marooned warships back 
into home waters. These experts have 
been so consistently wrong in their 
interpretations of war moves from 
Russia to Singapore there is a good 
chance they are mistaken in this case 
also, They envision the now concen- 
trated German fleet sallying out into 
the Atlantic to prey upon shipping. 
What they overlook is that the concen- 
tration has taken place inside the 
blockade trap, not outside. The Scharn- 
horst and its associates are now 700

miles farther from the Atlantic ship- 
ping lanes than they were last week. 
It is true that Admiral Raeder has 
gathered all his “eggs’’ in one “basket”.

One is the group of German 
ports west of the Kiel canal; the other 
is the Skagerrak. Both these exits 
British sea and air forces are in better 
position to watch than the port of 
Brest.

Canada’s Busiest Year 


The acceleration in the tempo of Canada’s 
war effort during 1941 had a profound effect 
on industrial activity which reached the 
highest level in history, The rise in national 
income, the most comprehensive measure’ of 
productive activity within a country, was 
noteworthy, reaching an annual rate in Nov- 
ember of $5,300 million, an increase of 10 
per cent as compared with $4,784 million, 
the tentative computation for 1940, Prac- 
tically all Canadian barometers of business 
activity recorded expansion during the year, 
the official index of the physical volume of 
business being 12 per cent higher than in the 
preceding year and 17 per cent higher than 
in 1929. Mineral production established an 
all-time record, Full employment was, for 
all practical purposes, attained as emphasis 
shifted from the construction of productive 
facilities to the actual production of a wide 
range of tanks, guns, planes, ships and other 
supplies required in war-time, As Canada 
entered upon this final stage it became in- 
creasingly apparent that such delays and 
obstacles us were encountered from time to 
time could not, as at an earlier period, be 
regarded as temporary dislocations which 
the rising tide of production would speedily 
overcome. A very different situation had 
been gradually developing—one in which 
Supply rather than organization was of 
primary importance, In 1941, perhaps for 
the first time in history, the Canadian citizen 
as brought face to face with the physical 
limitations imposed by the Dominion’s capa- 
city to produce, and measures were initiated 
to ensure the required diversion of plant, 
labor and raw materials. That these were 
received by the Canadian people in a gen- 
eral spirit of cheerfulness and co-operation 
with the Government implies a widespread 
recognition of the true seriousness of the

Early this week, I published an article 
in The Bulletin in which I ventured to con- 
demn, in rather caustic terms, I fancy, the 
words and attitude of that portion of Que- 
bec represented by the anti-conscription- 
ist candidates in the by-elections, 

A very eminent French-Canadian, in a 
moderate and gentlemanly fashion, has 
communicated his views to 
me in this matter, These 
views are both enlighten- 
ing and provocative, 

And since this matter 
of Quebec's position is of 
vital importance both 
from the national and in- 
ternational, viewpoints, I 
think the public interest 
would be served by dis- 
cussing it further, 

As a_ necessary pre- 
lude to the exposition of 
any views on conscrip- 
tion, let me say at the outset that the 
primary purpose of conscription—an ugly 
word—is not to raise men, but to equalize 
the burden of service. 

This fact has been ignored in Quebec. 
Tt is frequently ignored in Ottawa, Con- 
scription, or selective service, is essential, 
not to get more men in our Canadian 
army, which will always be limited in 
numbers by our capacity for producing 
equipment, but because it is the only 
democratic way of making everyone share 
the physical burden of war. 


Traitor 


I am not willing to retreat by so much 
as a words-breadth from my position that 
the Quebec campaigner, who declared that 
French Canada should unite with other 
groups of non-Britannic origin to control 
this country, is a filthy traitor and should 
be locked up or shot. 

So also should be locked up or shot 
wipes treasonable persons who supported 

m, 

I reiterate my statement that this is a 
British country and will remain a British 
country under a British King. ‘ 

But I so far accede to the protestations 
of my French-Canadian friend as to add 
that this resolution to remain British does 
not mean that Canada should be subordin- 
ated to nor sacrificed for Britain, 

We are Canadians first, British after- 
wards, 

This is something that we have some- 
what forgotten in this war. And it has 
been our stupid readiness to lose our na- 
tional identity that has helped to alienate 


uebec, 

It is upon this wilful and absurd merg- 
ing of our national identity with that of 
the British Isles that the French-Canadian 
bases his objection to compulsory service 
overseas. 


Canada’s Defence 


It is the demand of the Quebecois that 
Canadian armed forces be employed prim- 
atily for he defence of Canada, 

In this I am in complete agreement. 

I am not willing, however, to challenge 
the decision of our military experts that 
the presence of Canadian troops in Eng- 
lanl is essential to Canadian defence, I 
don't know enough about it, although I 
can see that it would have been better to 
move our expeditionary force about a 
little in order to avoid the impression that 
Canada was providing a permanent garri- 
son for the defence of Britain while the 
Japanese draw closer to our own Pacific 
shores, 

It seems to me to be not only conceiv- 
able but reasonable that the defence of 
Canada should begin at beleaguered points 
outside of Canada, 

It should be made thunderously plain, 
however, that these Canadian forces are 
moved and stationed at the sovereign will 
of the Canadian people and the Canadian 
parliament and not at the will of the 
British people and parliament and at the 
direction of the government of Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill in wHich, I am reluctantly 
compelled to confess, most thoughtful 
Canadians have lost confidence, 


Misrepresentation 


It ts misunderstanding and misrepre- 
sentation of facts like these that have led 
the people of Quebec astray, 

There is nothing wrong with French 
Canada as a whole unless it is wrong to 
be Canadian. 

But there is everything wrong with 
those highly articulate firebrands in Que- 
bee who have seized upon misunderstand- 
ing and prejudice to promote the same 
brand of mischief which corrodes South 
Treland and who, treasonably, are seeking 
to reproduce in Canada that authoritarian 
form of misgovernment which is the 
dream of Marshal Petain. 

Let’s make that very clear. Petain and 
his Vichy crowd are daily making it more 
obvious that they are bitter enemies to our 
Canadian cause, They ate supplying the 
enemy with food and equipment. Their 
treachery in Indo-China contributed to

the death of French-Canadian boys in 
Hong Kong. 

And still there are many Petainists in 
Canada. The day will shortly come, I fear, 
when these Canadian Petainists will have 
to be treated as alien enemies, 

For the rest of it, a good deal of the 
trouble in Quebec is of our own making. 

We. have applied to the problem of 
Quebec the political method rather than 
the realistic and expedient method. 

We have thought of Quebec, not as a 
group of Canadians with a legitimate na- 
tidnal aspiration and an obligation to con- 
form, but as a collection of constituencies 
to be appeased for the sake of votes. 

We could have met the French-Can- 
adians on the common ground of patriot- 
ism and talked out our differences with 
them and perhaps have arrived at a frank 
and workable compromise. . 

Instead, we sought to meet them on the 
dubious ground of politics and to bribe 
them with political, social and economic 
plums, ; 

On this equivocal ground of politics, we 
have lost all humanistic touch with them. 
We had forgotten that any league of na- 
tions, such as Canada must be, if it is based 
on politics alone, is perilously close to a 
Tower of Babel, 

There still is time for Canada to weld 
herself together into a natoinal unity. 
Let Canadians of French origin consider 
well the value of those affiliations and 
sympathies which are anti-British, Let 
those of British origin consider well the 
dangers of rabid and unthinking britan- 
nophilia which holds up the Britisher as 
a superior being and regards the native 
Canadian as a person of «@ lesser breed,

Gold Standard System 


Editor, Bulletin: “We are threatened 
with wholesale bankruptcy and national 
ruin through the return to the gold stand- 
ard, Unless the true nature of this policy 
is exposed and the conspiracy defeated we 
shall experience industrial depression and 
social upheaval more terrible than that 
following the Napoleonic wars a century 
ago. The gold standard system means in- 
evitable war. Nations cannot possibly 
exist under it.” 

Thus wrote Arthur Kitson, English 
economist and monetary reformer, in 1920. 
Time has revealed every word of this 
terrible truth. “The conventions of the 
international gold standard are so funda- 
mentally opposed to modern social and 
economic conditions that no national gov- 
ernment could, even if it wished, give 
effect to them. 

The international gold standard is an 
anachronism in the 20th century, but its 
high priests still hold sway over the na- 
tions, and regard it as sacrilegious even to 
discuss alternative systems. 

As the Chamber has consistently stated, 
the root cause of international fear and 
hostility is to be found in international and 
national monetary systems. There is no 
bg a the logical conclusion that either 
we evolve a new system under which na- 
tions trade for goods and services to their 
material advantage (instead of favorable 
balances for gold), or western civilization 
must collapse. (London Chamber of Com- 
merce, 1933), The greatest city in the 
world. Why are we now mining gold while 
western civilization faces collapse as a 
consequence of the gold standard? 

Why are we wasting annually $200 
millions of labor and materials mining 
gold, while it is not in the public interest 
to say where the gold is being sent? 

(Hansard, Feb. 2, 1942.) 

“Nations cannot possibly exist under 
the gold standard.” Therefore national 
governments must be destroyed and re- 
placed by international government by 
gold standard. That is the true meanin 
and purpose of “Union Now,” for whic 
as Dorothy Thompson says, “our huge gold 
reserves now accumulating will become an 
enormous asset.” 

Meantime our soldiers are beatén back 
simply because they are out-gunned, “out- 
tanked” and out-planed.

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King’s Master War Plan 


Parliament Organizes “Total Na-* 1,01, tea and arm Britain as well as to 


tional War Effort For Total 


War,” Says Premier 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA—Prime Minister King’s most 
recent war speech in parliament, which 
provided headlines about the plebiscite 
and atmy plans, contained the general 
outlines of the government's long-range 
war plans. The prime minister js sénsi- 
tive to public reactions, and the master 
plan explained by him no doubt repre- 
sents his reply to demands for a blueprint 
of the Canadian war effort. P 

Mr. King’s’ master plan was given in 
broad generalities, though obviously gov- 
ernment policy, as it unfolds, provides the 
details, In 1939, said Mr. King, the gov- 
ernment consulted the British govern- 
ment on the lines that should be follow- 
ed in the Canadian war effort. “We tried 
to envisage all the possibilities of a con- 
flict, which we realized might last for 
years and which might spread throughout 
the world,” he said. Though there had 
been shifts of emphasis from time to time, 
Canada was still following the original 
plans. 

“Anyone who cares to refer to the 
broadcast I made on Oct. 31, 1939,” said 
Mr. King, “will find in it the outlines of 
every aspect of our effort as it has de- 
velo; since the outbreak of war.” That 
outline, as he éxplained, comprised six 


main aspects. 
Six Points 

All six points, said the prime minister, 
were vital to a total effort, A re-reading of 
his speech shows that he assigned no 
priority to any one point. “We must not 
fail in any of these directions,” he said. He 
repeated with emphasis what he has said 
many times before, that a proper balance 
must be‘observed in the use of Canada’s 
energies and resources for the manifold 
needs of war, P 

The King government's long-range 
master plan ig based on these points: 

1—The security of Canada; 

2—The army; 

3—The navy; 

4—The air force; 

5—Food; 


These ate the six components, accord- 
ing to Mr. King, of “a total national effort 
for total war.” The most difficult task was 
to decide the correct balance between 
these different aspects. The right balance 
in one country was seldom appropriate for 
another, Germany could have an excep- 
tionally large army, because it could draw 


on enslaved populations for war produc- 
tion and food. “Britain is in a position,” 
Mr. King continued, “to increase her 


armed forces to a greater degree than 
Canada, because Canada requires men to 


feed and arm our own country.” 

The security of Canada involved what 
Mr. King called an elementary rule of 
warfare, “the maintenance of the secur- 
ity of the base of operations.” Recent 
events, he hoped, would dispel any linger- 
ing belief that Canada was immune from 
attack. Of naval strength and merchant 
ships Mr, King pledged, Canada would 
continue to furnish both to the limit of 
its capacity. Of the army, he declared 
Canada was prepared to send overseas as 
large an army as it could support, and 
that more important than size was strik- 
ing power, Canada’s contribution of air 
strength was “the greatest and most vital 
of all Canadian commitments in this war,” 
and no effort would be spared in the air 
training plan. 


Food Supply 


In food supply, it was literally true 
the lives of the British people and Canad- 
ian forces overseas depended on Canadian 
farmers and fishermen, and the demands 
for food would increase. Munitions pro- 
duction, increased like food production 
far beyond Canada’s own needs, must 
undertake even greater demands. 

Whether this outline by Mr. King 
covers all points raised in recent contro- 
versy over a master war plan is a matter 
of importance that has been obscured by 
greater controversies. 

The government’s thesis, judging from 
Mr. King’s outline, is that plans, invoked 
two and a half years ago to make the full- 
est use of Canada’s manifold resources, 
have been followed and still offer the best 
prospect for a total Canadian contribution. 

These plans were laid in the first ine 
stance in consultation with the British 
government in 1939. Then war planning 
moved into another stage in 1940, when 
Canada was thrown heavily upon its own 
resources, The rounded program defended 
by Mr. King emerged jn its fullest flower 
in that period. 

This period may Tightly be called the 
nationalistic phase for Britain had thrown 
its main efforts into its own defence, the 
United States was not in the war, and 
Canada was largely on its own. It decided 
not to put its eggs into one basket, but into 


six. 
Basis Changed 


Has the basis of war planning changed 
in 1942? Plans that make fullest use of 
Canadian resources, as Mr. King said, 
achieve a total national effort. But the 
new factor, notably absent in his review, 
is world strategy of armed power and 
supply that has become possible with the 
entrance of the U.S.A. into the war, It 
may be that new factors would not change 
a line in Mr. King’s review, but that can 
scarcely be taken as proven, yet. So far 
Canada has developed its war efforts in 
all aspects simultaneously. It may be that 
broader strategy requires specialization 
on a scale that ignores the balances of a 
national economy.

What are the functions of elections in 
a healthy democracy? They are to elect 
representatives to

of responsibility.

make a great, constructive peace. In order 
to succeed we must have leadership and 
co-operation all along the line, Co-opera- 
tion does not mean servility, nor a Con- 
gress that is merely a rubber stamp. It 
means a Congress that can actively con- 
tribute to winning the war by using its 
brains, not merely one that doesn’t ham- 
per the administration. Mr. Flynn wants 
a subservient Congress, He wants to be 
sure the members are all Democrats who 
will follow the party line. 

This means the supremacy Of the party 
apparatus, which gives superiority to the 
party leaders. It is to be deplored in nor- 
mal times, but is destructive in war times, 

,for it means that the nation is exploited 
for the party machinery, and it brings 
about a false Identification—of loyalty 
with party orthodoxy. In such a case the 
opposition js either broken, or pushed out- 
side the nation, and, without responsibil- 
ity for the conduct of the war, can func- 
tion only by opposition for the sake of 
opposition, 

The President realizes this, He asks 
that men be elected not according to party, 
but according to their stand on the main 
issue before the courttry, He wants a 
nationa! Government and a nationa] Con- 
gress, with the greatest possible distribu- 
tion of responsibility, 

Willkie’s View 

This is Mr, Willkie’s viewpoint, too, and 
it is statesmanlike. For Mr. Willkie sees 
that the Republican party will not recover 
by its power to divide and destroy, but 
by its proven record of superior leadership 
in a life and death crisis, 

Every intelligent and patriotic oppo- 
sition has a certain advantage, which it 


can use for its own future. Every admin- 
istration makes mistakes—such is life. And 
it is human for administrations to defend 
their own mistakes, instead of publicizing 
them, That follows the law of self-preser- 
vation, and anyhow self-criticism is a rare 
quality, 

A loyal opposition becomes, therefore, 
the conscience of the nation, and its 
watchdog, It profits by watching for mis- 
takes and insisting that they be corrected, 
and by developing superior ideas as to 
how to avoid and overcome error, 


Copperhead 

But there is another opposition how- 
ever—the diehard opposition, which, in the 
war, is a copperhead opposition. And it is 
laying plans which, should they succeed, 
can wreck the nation, 

This opposition is not even Republican. 
It is an opposition that plans to use the 
Republican machinery. There are many 
party Democrats in it, and there are Fascist 
circles behind it. It has a press—the 
Hearst, McCormick, Patterson (Daily 
News) press. It has pamphlets and minor 
papers that reach the rabble: Social Jus- 
tice, Roll Call, news letters, and innumer- 
able other means of spreading pro-Fascist 
propaganda, It has a plan: To secure the 
re-election of the kill-Roosevelt crowd 
and of al] the isolationists, It intends to 
create a solid and active minority whose 
purpose will be to paralyze all action and 
to use every internal confusion and ex- 
ternal defeat to render the country incap- 
able of an active pursuit of the war, 


Camarilla 


It hopes to build up # camprilla around 
Roosevelt, to make him their prisoner—as 


a similar camarilla made Wilson its pris- | 


oner—and to intimidate members of the 
Administration, especially the permanent 
career civil service, by the threat that they 
will lose their jobs when the temper of the 
country turns, as they predict it will. 

It has an external policy; to divide the 
United States from her allies, and prevent 
a United Nations conduct of the war, by 
demanding an exclusively American con- 
tro] of the war, which seems to be very 
patriotic, but would be disastrous. And 
they wish this American contro] in order 
to control the disposition of the United 
Nations armed forces, 

Their slogan is: Defeat Japan and let 
Hitler have his way in Europe. They are 
so blinded by their rancor and so stube 
born in their hates that they cannot see 
the war in global terms, nor recognize our 
mutual] dependency on the British, the 
Dutch, and eventually probably the Rus- 
sians in the Far East. They would even 
welcome partia] defeats if those défeats 
would bring them into power. 

It is difficult to think there are such 
Americans, But the grim reality is that 
there are, Their prototypes helped destroy 
France, which was also a deeply patriotic 
nation unwilling to believe that there were 
such goings-on amongst their “out” polie 
ticians, 


The American people in these elections 


‘must think, And the election campaign 


must be a campaign for the real issues 
of this war, Both parties must make a 
campaign on the single issue of how to 
win the war, and anyone unwilling to 
come clean on this issue should be voted 
into oblivion,

‘Students’ Day: 
Of Prayer Is 
Observed Here 


“A real, Christian brotherhood 
is today living, active in 40 nat- 
fons, on both sides of all the vari- 
ous fronts”, declared Gerald M. 
Hutchinson, B.A., of Duhamel and 
Calgary, at the service held Sun- 
day morning in Convocation hall, 
under auspices of the Student 
Christian Movement, in observ- 
ance of the “World's Day of 
Prayer for Students”. 


This brotherhood, Mr. Hutchinson 
explained, is the World Student 
Christian Federation, organized in 
1895 by John R. Mott, who visited 
this city during the past autumn. 
The movement jis far-flung, with 
representation in the universities 
of all the major nations of the 
world. Here, it is represented by the 
Alberta section of the S.C.M. 


“DAY OF PRAYER" 

This student federation, he added, 
sponsored the “day of prayer” 
which was being observed in every 
nation with representation of the 
group. Last year, the speaker in- 
formed, on a similar occasion, Chin- 
ese students prayed for the Christ- 
ian students of Japan, “that they 
might find their goals to be the 
same.” 

Developing his explanation of the 
growth of the movement, Mr. Hut- 
chinson, a theology student, dis- 
cussed the “contentious” topic of 
the religious life of university stud- 
ents. He traced the “follow-through” 
plan of our educational system, 
comparing it with training in re- 
ligion and Christian living given 
to students. 

“The whole value of learning is 
to relate knowledge to fundamental 
problems of living. If this can't be 
done, then education has been 
wasted,” he said. 


RELIGIOUS STATUS 
Mr. Hutchinson gave three “char- 


acterizations” regarding religious 
status of students, 
“Most students have been con- 


demned to or have not found their 
way out of the ‘leave ‘the whole 
matter of belief in God in doubt’ 
idea,” contended the future min- 
ister. These students have adopted 
the “have to be shown” attitude, 
and have their whole understand- 
ing based on the “lecture room” 
style. They “are completely apart 
from the new expansive trends in 
Christian prrograms,” because “all 
their religious knowledge is still 
founded back in the Sunday school 
they may have attended.” he added, 
Second group are those “who 
maintain a conception of God in 
spite of anything,” those “who use 
ordinary knowledge to reconcile liv- 
ing, but keep apart the Christian 
viewpoint.” They try to live “a 
completely departmentalized life.” 


GOD IS LIVING 


Those who relate the whole fund 
of knowledge to living on the con- 
viction that God is real, necessary 
to this relating process, form the 
third “characterization.” This in- 
volves an expansive development 
of understanding of God with each 
| addition to an individual's knowl- 
edge. This, the university student 
| declared, is the task of the W.S.C.F, 
and its affiliated organizations, like 
the S.C.M. 

This federation is based on the 
conviction that God is Ilving, and 
on the final direction of God in 
| this world, Mr. Hutchinson con- 
tinued, the movement has Spread 
from nation to nation, over the 
whole of the world, so that a con- 
nection has grown up that no war 
can break, 

To illustrate the possibilities of 
the organization, the speaker told 
of conferences held in 1933 at Java, 
and 1936 in California, at which re- 
presentatives of all nations now in- 
volved in war got together, 


“BASIS OF PEACE” 


“The students were not strong 
enough to rule their countries but 
their governments, too, were not 
Strong enough to break the bond 
existing between the student 
groups,” Mr Hutchinson said. 
“China and Japan have been at war 
for many years, but still there is 
no break in the W.S.C.F. as far as 
the two nations are concerned.” 

“An understanding of God is the 
basis of permanent world peace,’ 
he concluded.

Irvine States 


The economic system of the de- 
mocracies, which kept people in 
want through the 10 years of the 
depression, is quite as incompe- 
tent to control the us¢ of Can- 


ada's ample resources for defence 
in war as it was to feed the peo- 
ple in time of ‘peace, William Ir- 


vine, organizer for the Alberta 
Farmer-Labor Party (C.C.F.), 
told party adherents Sunday 


night at a meeting in the 1.0.0.F. 
hall, 103 street, 

Speedy and efficient use of the 
dominion’s superior resources is 
vital to victory. “These resources 
must be developed and brought to 
bear on the enemy before he can 
destroy us with his already ample 
equipment,” Mr, Irvine asserted. 

He added that present-day so- 
ciety in Canada and America was 
not organized with a view to maxi- 
mum production for the exclusive 
end of public interest, adding that 
“that is what should be and must 
be to win this war.” 


WAR IS CHALLENGE 

“Our economic system of maxi- 
mum production can never be used 
effectively in achieving results dit- 
ferent for those for which it was 
organized,” continued Mr. Irvine, 
“and this war is a challenge to us 
either to change the basic idea upon 
which Canadian society is founded, 
or to risk that victory which the 
superior resources of material and 
manpower of the Allies should 
make certain.” 


“We can beat the Axis in the 
fleld of production in a much 
shorter time if we reorganize our 
economic system to produce for 
victory instead of profit,” stated 
Mr, Irvine. 

“There is not a major war indus- 
try today which does not fear make 
ing the capital investment which 
would be necessary to turn out in 
one year what they could turn ‘out 
in three years without further in- 
vestment. They know that under 
their own system their whole plant 
is likely to rust in idleness when 
the war is over. 


FEAR OF INVESTMENT 

“I believe this fear on the part 
of industry to risk the investment 
necessary for maximum production 
has had as much to do with our 
failure to overhaul the axis in pro- 
duction as the waste which is uff- 
avoidable in the process of our 
competitive and unplanned eco- 
nomics. As Jong as that fear of 
over-investment from a- long-range 
point of view stands in the way of 
industry attaining the greatest pos- 
sible output in the shortest pos- 
sible time, then our war production 
policy is dictated by the demands 
of a profit system and not by the 
needs of the community for ade- 
quate protection against aggressors,” 
concluded Mr. Irvine.

The person with good feet doés 
not know how lucky he is; but the 
patient with any kind of foot 
trouble soon discovers he lost a real 
blessing when he lost his foot com- 
fort. 

In the foot there are two struct- 
ures referred to as arthes—one is 
the longitudinal arch which runs 
the long way of the foot and the 
other is the transverse arch which 
runs across the foot in the front 
part. These so called arches are sup- 
ported by ligaments and muscles, 

The term flat foot refers to a flat- 
tening or lowering of the long arch. 
It is attended by foot strain, faully 
use of the foot, loss of the normal 
flexibility which makes. the foot 
rigid and by a faulty way of carry- 
ing the weight, At first the patient 
develops symtoms of pain and ten- 
derness; and perhaps of a burning 
sensation affecting the sole, If the 
conditions are neglected, the pain 
increases, there is more and more 
foot strain, and finally there is a 
distinct lowering of the arch with 
walking becoming very tiring. The 
patient may lose the normal elastic 
spring which should be present in 
using the feet and starts to put the 
feet down heavily, he also points 
the toes outwardly when he walks. 
Frequently there is some change in 
the position of the bones. There 
may be stiffness of the tarsal joints 
and callouses on the soles,

The conventions of defensive 
play are the laMguage of bridge 
It is not a difficult language to 
learn, but it is precise and must 
be thoroughly mastered before two 
partners can converse in it intelli- 
gently, 

An important part of the lan- 
guage concerns opening leads. 
Here, more than in any other part 
of defense, the untutored player is 
likely t6 mislead his more edu- 
cated partner. The opening lead 
tells every player at the table 
some important facts about the 
leader's hand, and if the leader 
selects the card that tells a lie, he 
will usually hoodwink his partner 
worse than he does the declarer. 

In selecting the opening lead. 
the player has to aMswer two 
questions: First, what suit should 
I open? Second, having decided on 
the suit, which card should I lead? 

The first question has to be an- 
swered by reference to the bid- 
ding, the leader's hand, even by 
psychological factors. There are 
some few situations in which the 
Suit to be led is indicated by part- 
ner through a bidding convention, 
but most of the time the leader 
will have to make this choice on 
the merits of the particular situ- 
ation. ' 

But when it comes to the sec- 
ond question, he must be guided 
by knowledge of the standard table 
of leads, for the choice of card to 
lead from any holding is always 
dictated in part by convention. 

For example, against a contract 
of four spades, you have decided 
to lead hearts from the A-K-10- 
94. As a matter of common sense 
you will lead one of the top hon- 
ors, in an effort to hold the lead 
and get a look at the dummy. To 
the casual player there seems to 


to avoid deceiving your partner 
you must lead the king, not the 
ace; for by conventional agree:

deny holding the king (or show 
the ace-king with no more cards) 

In this esries of articles I will 
cover the two questions in reverse 
order, First I will explain what 
card you should lead, having de- 
cided on the suit. After that 1 
will discuss the considerations gov- 
erning your choice of suit. 

But first let me point out upon 
what conventions, or arbitrary 
agreements. of defensive. play arc’ 
based. The plan of the defenders 
has to rely much more on a knowl- 
edge of the patterns than on the 
placing of high cards. The bid- 
ding is much more likely to indi- 
cate which hands hold the greatest 
length in any suit than to place 
the exact high-card holdings. 

When the declarer wins the con- 
tract at spades, having bid the 
suit voluntarily, he almost surely 
has four or more cards of the suit 
But you do not know whether his 
holding is topped by A-K, A-x, 
Q-x, or the six-spot, for whatever 
tops he lacks there, may be com: 
pensated by side honors. Know- 
ing that he is long in spades helps 
you get a count on the rest of his 
hand. 

All conventions of defensive 
play are based on the principle of 
showing where possible (a) length, 
(b) strength, are to be found in 
that order of importance.

Burma Defenders 
In Two Battles 


RANGOON, Burma, Feb. 16— 
(CP)—British troops, supported by 
airpower, are in fierce combat with 
two Japanese columns striking 
across Southern Burma toward 
Thaton 40 miles northwest of fallen 
Martaban, on the Rangoon railway. 

Capture of Thaton would pave 
the way for a Japanese thrust along 
the rail line to Pegu, 40 miles away 
and on the main Burma Road, 
which the invaders hope to cut and 
thus close the supply route to 
China.

Food Is Goin 
To Britain 
Lend-Lease Aid

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Brit- 
ish authorities estimated today 


that the increasing stream of Am- 
erican lend-lease food is now pro- 
viding the British Isles with six 
per cent. of their needs. 


Latest figures on shipments indi- 
cates that fond shipments have 
redched approximately 500,000,000 
Pounds a month. American au- 
thorities said they hoped to increase 
shipments to 1,000,000,000 pounds a 
month by the end of this year. 

Agriculture department officials 
Said 3,311,000,000 pounds of agricul- 
tural products, principally foods, 
were delivered to Great Britain un- 
der the lend-lease program up to 
Jan. 1, The value at American 
ports was placed at $376,000,000. 

This food, agriculture depart- 
ment officials said, would fill 69,- 
000 freight cars. That would form 
8 freight train 575 miles long. 


This food is turned over to the 
British government free of charge 
at American ports. The value is 
added to the whole British lend- 
lease “charge account” that will be 
settled on undetermined terms after 
the war.
